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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While the Examiner has read and understands 
the arguments presented by the applicant, it is still the Examiners position that Nichols et al. when applied to the cunrent claim language, 
given a broad reasonable Interpretation, reads on and anticipates the pending claims. Simulation when demand exceeds the output, 
simulation when equipment is added or removed, simulation until a lower cost has been found, simulation for a specified number of 
Iterations and simulation until a convergence, while not applicants specified period of time, are considered by the Examiner to read on 
specified periods of time and are therefore considered to read on the claims as presented. Applicant argues that, in the present 
application, "the simulation computes and determines the period of time and executes the simulation for a desired period", while that may 
be applicant's intention, the claims are void of such definite language and the rejections are maintained. 
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
